‘charge was that the vessel was, without 
having obtained outhority from the 
Government, fitted out or was in pro- -~ 
cess of being fitted out for the purpose 
of coolis emigration. It was alleged that 
the Zbiaréos waa to take a number of 
coolic-emigrants from Macao to ‘Brazil, 
and Mr Francis, Q.C., who represonted 
the owners of the steamer, admitted . 
that this was the ptirfose for which the 
ship had been chartered. This in itself 
would ba. no offence under the law of 
the colony. Bur by the Chinese Emi- 
okay Ordinance the unauthorised 
itting out of a ship in the waters ofthe 
colony is ‘made aa offence for which the 
vessel may be cenfiscated. OF course, 
it is well’ known that this Ordinance 
was passed for, one special puxpose 
and was intended to. remove certain. 
evils which do not ‘now exist. It was 
intended, in fact, to check what was 
praotially a slave trade. Tho circum- 
stances under which - coolic-emigration 


tralia havo partially and temporarily 
succeeded in their crusidé against 
‘Chinese cheap. labour,’ they ‘have 
not succeeded in convincing. all the 
world that the Chinese labourer isan 
undesirable person. . In South America 
there is astrong demand for his services, 
and no donbt many hundreds of thous- 
ands of the sons of Han who’ haveno 
chance of gatting on in their own 
country would there. find a suitable and 
profitable field for the oxerdiso of that 
persevering industry by which thoi 
raco’ is distinguished,’ Hundreds of 
thousands of” them would, no’ doubt, 
rendily emigrate if they had the oppor- 
-tanity, and would find a far better ramu- 
neration for thei? labour than they: could 
ever hope for in their own country. 
at the present time the “opportunity 
would be offered to them in this colony, 
and there is absolutely no reason why 
they should not be able to avail them- 
selves of it. - If they could do so it 
would be a good thing for: themselves, 
for this colony-and for Chinon, An 
ordinance which has fulfilled its-purpose 
and which should -long ago have been 


repealed now stops the way. No 
doubt considerations of this” kidd had 
a certain influence on .tho minds 
of the Jury who’ ' tried the 
Tetartos case, We do not say that 
ib was not  porfetly proper thing for 
Chief Justice Fielding Clarke to tell 
the Jury that they had nothing to do 
with the history othe Ordinance vinder 
which the action was brought, nor with 
the circumstances under which ‘it. was, 
framed and passed, but we can hardly. 
conceive any jury in dease of the kind 
absolutely ignoring the fact that the 
Ordinance is entirely out ‘of keeping 
with the. circumstances ‘of the ‘pre- 
sent day. Even supposing the jury 
were convinced that a - technical 
breach of the Inw bad taken place, we 
should hardly think it likely that they 
would give a verdict which would re- 
sult ix the confiscation of the steamer 
by the Crown, after they ‘had been 
asked to define" fitting’ and- ¢ equi- 
ment’ in a comman-sense way.
